A lofty 
and elegant arched bridge «xtends across a 
deep and wild chasm, forming a nerrow but 
solid and level path, for the long and heavy 
trains of cars which pass over it, between the 
natural banks that bound it on either side. The 
stream which winds below, and sometimes rises 
to overflow a great part of the valley, threatens

SULPHUR—-FRUIT—TICKS. 


The Maine Farmer, published st Augusta, has 
given very interesting reports of the proceed 
jogs of their Legislative Agricaltural Meet- 
fogs. Among the speakers there have evidently 
been those of practical experience and careful 
observation. 

In « discussion upom the salject of Preis 
Growing, Mr. Foster, of Gardiner, said the 
preservation of fruit trees from the depreda- 
tions of insects, was of great tmportance. A 
geatieman from Louisiane, bad told bim of « 
remedy which, if it aceomplixbed the purpose, 
would be worth millions to the fruit growers of 
the United States. He bed tried it for thirty 
years, and had always been successful. Had 
raised good peaches when the crops of bis neigh- 
bors had been destroyed by insects. 

This remedy has been tried before, but with 
what results we do vot know, and we give the 
remarks of Mr. Foster, hoping that new trials 
mey be made, and the results made public 
The subject is an interesting one and claims at- 
tention. 

“ The remedy, the gentleman said, first sug 
gested itself to him from observing the effect 
which salphar had when given to cows, when 
they retarned from their ranges, as they fre 
quently did in the Southern States, covered 
with the peculiar wood ticks which are found 
in the South. A dose of sulphur given to the 
cows at night, would, in a few hours, cause the 
ticks to fall off entirely dead. Taking the bint 
from this, the gentleman said, he bored into his 
fruit trees with « bit, taking care to bore 
through the s/bvrnum, or white wood, and into 
the incision thus made, he forced by means of 
syringe, a juamtity of sulphur, and then plugged 
up the hole with « ping made of white pine. He 
had effectually rid his trees of all destructive 
insects by this process, and had never kaown it 
to fall. His theory was, that the sulphur, com- 
bising with the scidalous sap of the tree, en- 
tered into its circulation. The inseets were 
killed by feeding on the treo where the sulphur 
hed entered into iis circulation. Mr. Foster 
said he could not say the remedy was worth 
anything—he had given it for what it was worth, 
and would say that the gentleman who inform. 
ed bim of it was a planter in Louisiana, of suffi 
clemt respectability to be appointed by the 
President as one of the visitors of the militery 
academy. Te, Mr. Foster, bad mentioned the 
matter to Dr. Holmes, of the Maine Farmer, 
who doubted, because sulphur was not soluble 
im water. In regard to that, iron was not soluble 
im water, yet he had known « single pail, driven 
late am oak tree, to discolor the wood for a 
aumber of inches, loth below sad above the 
place where it wes drives.”
